versity Chapel, warned over a thousand Catholic students 
against the irreligious and communistic propaganda now 
prevalent in America. He 
spoke in part as follows: 


"The warning of St. Paul 


to the Ephesians, 'Let no 
man deceive you with vain 
words,' needs to be stressed 
today more than ever. On 
every side, in the press, in 
class rooms and lecture halls, 
and eyen in casual conver- 
sations, Christians are being 
attacked by the propaganda 
or vain words 
emanating 


from the enemies of God 
and country. 


"The bootlegging of moon- 


shine philosophy is far more 
common and far more dan- 
gerous to religion and pa- 
triotism in America today 
than is the bootlegging of 
moonshine whiskey. 
Mind 


poison is far more deadly 
than body poisonhig. Mind-poisoning is effective by vain 
and deceptive words and phrases that induce a false men- • 
tal attitude towards religion and patriotism. 


"Religion and patriotism are inseparably linked in 


history. 
Soldiers have always offered their lives for God 


and country. The Cross and the Flag go together. All 
that is best in modern culture and civilization is Christian. 
The Christian home and Christian morality are the source 
of patriotism, for patriotism is the love of home extended 
to the country in which that home is. Christianity ce- 
ments the home, while its enemies disintegrate it. Who 
has not noticed that Communism, Red Socialism, Russian 
Sovietism, all so bitter against Christianity, also aim at 
the destruction of national morale or patriotism? 


"Communism is indeed doing much to undermine 


American morale nowadays. There are over six hundred 
publications circulated in America, over five hundred of 
them printed in foreign languages, carrying on a.pernici- 
ous propaganda-ssrainst Christianity- as well as against the 
American government. 
There are scores of college or- 


ganizations, including, perhaps, the Social Science Club of 
the University of Wisconsin, imbued with the poisonous 
spirit of men like Upton Sinclair and Clark Getts, aiming 
at the destruction of American national morale in favor 
of Red Internationalism. There are women's oi-ganiza- 
tions, such as the Women's International League for Peace 
and Freedom, formed by a German spy before America en- 
tered the war and now strongly revived, to prevent pre- 
paredness against war in this country. They protest 
against 'militarism' in America which now has less than 
100,000 men and officers in its army, while the Red Army 
in Russia has 2,500,000 men. Often enough these organ- 
izations and movements pretend to be actuated by 'Christ- 
ian' motives, but their underlying philosophy is as bitter 
against Christianity as it is against patriotic preparedness 
to protect America against wars which will be as una- 
voidable in the future as they have been in the past. 


"Vain words to promote irreligion and communism 


are sometimes bootlegged into your class rooms. Some of 
you have recently heard Christ damned with faint praise. 
You have heard the brazen lie that He was not concerned 
with the next life, but only with this life. That morality 
depends upon belief in God has been conceded, but moral- 
ity itself is denied. Virtue and sin are described as mere 
matters of physical strength or weakness. 
t 
"Many students are too ignorant and mentally dissi- 


pated to detect the bootlegging of irreligion and commun- 
istic philosophy. Others like the poisonous moonshine 
that deadens conscience and kills the sense of responsibil- 
ity to God. Some even resent criticism of the professorial 
bootlegging of irreligion and communism on the ground of 
so-called 'academic freedom'. ' 'Academic' 'freedom is a 
much abused phrase. 
'Academic freedom' surely cannot 


mean the freedom of professors to carry on irreligious and 
communistic propaganda in public schools at state expense. 
Heed St. Paul's warning. 'Let no man deceive you with 
vain words'."

The casual observer-goes through 


the city and says that there is no 
more need here than in any city of 
its size. 
But tho people have an 


unbelievable capacity for keeping 
their trouble to themselves. Many 
who still wear decent clothing are 
entirely without underwear, even 
on the coldest days. A "bib" with 
a collar and tie cannot be distin- 
guished from a shirt. When trous- 
ers are tucked into puttees, one can- 
not tell whether the wearer is with 
or without socks. Most important 
of all, those who are in the great- 
est need seldom leave the house. A 
family can usually scrape enough 
together to send out one mjynber 
decently clad. The rest must often 
crawl into bed and wait. 


These are not people destined by 


their own shiftlessness for poverty. 
They are thrifty people who have 


known a comfortable life, who are 
eager to work, but help}ess. The 
recent attempt of the government 
to economize on its overhead ex- 
penses by discharging officials has 
added a great many to the unem- 
ployed class, as other work Is al- 
most impossible to find.

construction funds on federal aid'

Monday by the state highway com 
mission. The construction cost of all 
federal'aid work outlined for' the 
year will be $2,597,000, a project 
summary shows. 


Dane county will get no federal 


aid 
highway 
allotments 
during 


1924, unless additional state funds 
become available, according to the 
schedule 
of 
federal 
allotments 


announced by the commission. The 
county, however,' has one or two 
holdover federal aid projects from 
last year which probably -will be 
completed during the present sea- 
son, officials said. 


Additional allotments of federal 


aid work can be made by the high- 
way commission later in the year, 
but all state funds in sight 
have 


been allotted. 


Of the total cost cf federal aid 


•work, $1,846,500 will be supplied by 
state and federal funds, while $750,- 
500 will bo 
supplied 
by 
county 


funds. 
Approximately $900,000 


comes from the federal government. 
The eounty aid on federal projects 
is entirely voluntary, it is said, and 
was piM; up to insure completion of 
projects during the season.

The oldest people of whom -we have 
records, the Assyrians, the Egypt 
ians, and the Hebrews, all used 
trumpets and horns in war, in th< 
hunt, and in religious ceremonies. 


What produces the sound in all c: 


these wind instruments is, of course 
the rapid vibrating of a confine 
column of air. The particular ton 
of the brass instrument is produce 
i>y the length and form of this ai 
column,; and the quality of the ma 
terial -which surrounds it. It is 
curious fact that, as can easily o 
demonstrated with an empty bottle 
the same column of air when iblow 
upon differently, now gently, no 
vigorously, will produce differen 
tones. These, when arranged iti 
series will eventually produce all o 
the tones of the scale, although th 
tones of the tonic chords such a 
are used in bugle calls are the mos 
easily produced.
